Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an aqueous bath composition for the electroless deposition of 
copper comprising a soluble source of copper ions, a soluble source of molybdenum 
ions, a reducing agent comprising boron; wherein said composition is adapted to 
electrolessly produce a copper molybdenum deposit having a resistivity of less than 30 
microohm cm, and wherein said soluble source of molybdenum ions comprises 
molybdic acid monohydrate. The closest prior art or record is US Patent No. 3,650,777, 
issued to Schneble, Jr. et aL, which teaches a copper plating bath comprising copper 
ions, molybdenum ions and a boron reducing agent but fails to teach or fairly suggest 
the use of molybdic acid monohydrate as the source of molybdenum ions as claimed by 
applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
